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UVic holds Spring Convocation during 25th Anniversary 


During the 1988 Spring Convocation of 
the University of Victoria, Bachelor of 
Engineering degrees will be awarded to 
the first graduating class of the UVic 
Faculty of Engineering. 

During the Inaugural Convocation of 
the Engineering Faculty today (May 26) 
at 2 p.m., UVic Chancellor Dr. William 
Gibson will confer degrees upon the first 
27 engineering graduates of the 
University. 

The Engineering Convocation will be 
the first of five Convocation ceremonies 
to be held over three days in the Univer¬ 
sity Centre Auditorium. 


During the ceremonies, which mark 
UVic’s 25th Anniversary Year and the 
end of the 1987-88 academic year, 
approximately 1,600 graduates will 
receive undergraduate and graduate 
degrees, certificates and diplomas. 

During the Inaugural Engineering 
Convocation, the University will, for the 
first time, bestow honorary Doctor of 
Engineering degrees. The four recip¬ 
ients of the degrees will be Gerald S. 
Andrews, Harold John Page, James 
Ross McFarlane and Dr. John Spencer 
MacDonald, all engineers who have 
made immeasurable contributions to 


their profession in British Columbia, 
(see page 6 ). 

Attending the event on May 26 will be 
President of Simon Fraser University 
Dr. William Saywell and Chancellor of 
SFU Barbara Rae. 

On May 27 during the 10 a.m. cerem¬ 
ony, Dr. Harry Scargill, linguist and 
UVic professor emeritus, will receive an 
honorary Doctor of Laws degree. That 
afternoon, an honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree will be conferred upon former 
Victoria Times editor Brian Tobin, (see 
page 6). 

On May 28, in the morning, film¬ 


maker Ian Yonosuke Mutsu will receive 
an honorary Doctor of Laws degree. In 
the afternoon, Elizabeth (Betty) 
Kennedy, UVic mathematics professor . 
emeritus and active community volun¬ 
teer, will receive the honorary Doctor of 
Laws degree. 

UVic’s top graduates this year will be 
presented with their medals during the 
ceremonies. An Inaugural Engineering 
Medal will be presented to the top engi¬ 
neering graduate by the Lieutenant- 
Governor of B.C. the Hon. Robert 
Rogers, who will attend the ceremony on 
the afternoon of May 26. 














Jubilee Medal captured by Governor General’s Medal 
psychology/sociology student goes to physics/math major

A broad base ofknowledgeisthekey ele¬ 
ment in a university education, according 
to 1988 University of Victoria Jubilee 
Medal winner Linda Holmes, the top gra¬ 
duating student in Arts and Humanities. 

Holmes receives her BA. in Psychology 
and Sociology at Spring Convocation, 
with a final grade point average of 8.94. 
The 28-year-old Nanaimo native took an 
indirect route to UVic. After high school, 
she worked at various jobs and earned a 
diploma in accounting while trying to 
decide what she wanted to do with her life. 
Holmes eventually entered Malaspina 
College in Nanaimo, where she studied 
for two years, then transferred to theUVic 
Faculty of Education. Her brother and sis¬ 
ter were both teachers, so education 
seemed like “a good thing to tell people I 
was going to do,” Holmes notes. 

She soon realized, however, that rather 


than acquiring a skill, like teaching, she 
wanted to gather as broad a base of 
knowledge as possible during her under¬ 
graduate years. For that reason, she took 
a variety of courses, including History, 
Philosophy, Political Science and History 
in Art; she also maintained excellent aca¬ 
demic results in all the above areas. 

“I think the system should encourage a 
broader spectrum of education,” Holmes 
philosophizes. ‘There is plenty of time to 
specialize in graduate school, but until 
then, there is so much to learn” in many 
different areas, the point of going to uni¬ 
versity, Holmes states, is “not just getting 
a degree, it's personal — forme, it means 
having room and opportunity for personal 
growth.” 

Holmes plans to attend Law School in 
the future, although she intends to take 
some time off first to recover from the 
stress of gaining her first degree. She 
hopes to go to a law school in the eastern 
part of the country, to further expand her 
base of knowledge and experience. 

Holmes emphasized that money is a 
major factor in her decisions right now, 
because the financial drain of obtaining a 
university education has left her in a prec¬ 
arious cash flow position. She is 
employed as a Social worker for the Min¬ 
istry of Social Services and Housing, in 
the Child Protection branch, but does not 
see it as a long-term situation. Much of 
her work involves investigating sexual 
and physical abuse of youngsters, and 
placing children in foster homes. “The 
burn-out rate is high” due to the stress 
inherent in the position, according to 
Holmes. 

For now, Holmes plans to enjoy not 
going to school for a while; ‘1 took time off 
after high school, and it was right forme”, 
and a similar break after university should 
again prove positive. When she does 
return for graduate school it will be to 
continue to add greatly to the broad base 
of knowledge which she has worked so 
hard to acquire. 



Charlesworth 


Brian Charlesworth, who graduates with a 
B.Sc. in Honours Physics andMath and a 
grade point average of 9, is the 1988 
winner of the Governor General's Medal 
as the top graduating student in Arts and 
Sciences. 

Charlesworth is a Victoria native who 
entered the Physics Co-op program at 
UVic in 1983 after he graduated from 
Mount Douglas Senior Secondary 
School. The first work term in the Co-op 
program was optional, so Charlesworth 
chose to work as a sailing instructor 
rather than in the Physics field. 

He spent his first actual work term at 
Simon Fraser University, doing research 
on electro-hydro-dynamics. For his 
second term, Charlesworth conducted 


research in composite materials at the 
Defence Research Establishment Pacific 
in Esquimalt. He then worked at TREUMF 
on a project run by UVic, building and 
testing detector modules to be used at 
Stanford University in California. Cha¬ 
rlesworth spent his final work term at Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital, trying to improve 
the image quality of the new digital X-ray 
chest unit which the hospital hadrecently 
acquired. The unit was still in the experi¬ 
mental stage when he began the work 
term, but was in use by the time he com¬ 
pleted it. 

Charlesworth feels that the Co-op pro¬ 
gram gave him useful insight into the 
work place, especially concerning what 
he would and would not want to do as a 
career. His one major disappointment 
with the program is that he did not get a 
chance to work in private industry. He 
expects to enter that field eventually, 
since he is more interested in the applica¬ 
tions of mathematics than more abstract 
approaches to the subject. 

Charlesworth received aNatural Scien¬ 
ces and Engineering Research Council 
graduate scholarship worth $12,500, and 
plans to undertake graduate studies at the 
University of Waterloo in Ontario, either 
this fall or in the fall of 1989. If he did 
decide to defer the scholarship and his 
studies for one year, Charlesworth would 
“do as much tutoring as I can, to make 
some money, be a Big Brother to a few 
kids, and try to narrow down the options 
for my thesis.” 

He has narrowed the options down to 
something in the field of applied mathe¬ 
matics, and chose Waterloo because the 
school has a very good reputation in that 
field. Were finances not a factor in his 
decision, Charlesworth says that he 
would have no trouble deciding what to 
do with his life. T would do something in 
photography; or I'd be a professional 
golfer.” 


Cameron Medal Awarded to Two Education Grads 


Sharon Krebs and Loredana Rossato 
have been awarded the Dr. Maxwell A. 
Cameron Medal for excellence in student 
teaching and academic achievement in 
the 1987-88 academic year. 

Krebs is the top student in the UVic 
Faculty of Education secondary school 
division, and Rossato takes top honors in 
the elementary division. 

Krebs, a 26-year-old native of Edmon¬ 
ton, completed her B.Sc. (Honours) in 
Physiology at the University of British 
Columbia. She spent one year in Wiscon¬ 
sin, where her husband Dr. Harald Krebs 
was working for the University of Wis¬ 
consin at Madison, before coming to 
UVic for her B.Ed. Dr. Krebs is currently 
an assistant professor of music theory at 
UVic. 

Krebs taught Biology and Chemistry to 
grade nine, 10 and 11 students at D.W. 
Poppy Secondary School in Langley, and 
to grade 11 students at Mount Douglas 
High School in Victoria, during her pro- 
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fessional year. She received a rating of 
excellent for her work in those terms, and 
will graduate with a grade point average 
of about 8.6. 

“I would do it the same way if I had to 
do it over again,” Krebs says, referring to 
getting a degree before entering teacher 
education. “It worked out well for me; I 
think it made me more rounded.” 

Krebs may return to UVic next fall, 
primarily because of a shortage of teach¬ 
ing positions available in the Victoria 
area. If so, she would study towards 
another Bachelor's degree, probably a 
B.A. in German Literature. 

Loredana Rosatto came to UVic from 
Spectrum Community Secondary School 
five years ago because “I heard it had a 
good education progam, plus the conven¬ 
ience of staying at home.” The 23-year-old 
learning assistance major grauduates 
with a B.Ed. (Honours) and a grade point 
average of about 8.3. 

In fourth year, Rosatto spent one six 
week practicum teaching a split grade 
one and two class at Northridge Elemen¬ 
tary School, and another teaching grade 
one at Victoria West. This year, she had a 
full year practicum with one student at 
Fairburn Elementary. Rosatto also spent 
four weeks at Ruth King Elementary this 
year, working with remedial reading 
students. 

The remedial students constitute one 
half of the designation of learning assist¬ 
ance students — the term applies to stu¬ 
dents at both ends of the academic 
spectrum, the gifted and the slow 
learners. Initially, Rosatto's major was 
early childhood education. In the

summers before her fourth and fifth 
years, however, she worked with the 
READ Society, helping exceptional stu¬ 
dents. That experience influenced her to 
change the direction of her study. While 
Rosatto is uncertain about her future 
plans, it is likely that teaching will be a 
part of them. “I really enjoy teaching,” 
she says, “I enjoy seeing children learn 
and begin to understand things.”

Rosatto especially prefers teaching the 
younger grades, explaining that she 
owuld “like to see them get off to a really 
good start.” While the demand for 
teachers in Victoria is not particularly 
strong right now, Rosatto points out that 
it is “starting to open up in comparison to 
four or five years ago.” She indicates that 
she would like to remain in the Victoira 
area to seek employment. 
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President’s Cup winner 
Anne Drost graduates

Anne Drost, who graduates with a B.A. 
(Honours) in Art History at Spring Con¬ 
vocation, exemplified the term student- 
athlete while she was at UVic. The high 
level of her achievement in both fields 
was recognized this year by the Univer¬ 
sity when Drost won the President’s Cup 
as the UVic student best combining 
athletic and academic excellence. 

After joining the UVic Rowing Club as 
a novice in 1984, Drost rowed with the 
Varsity crew for three seasons. She has 
won the Head of the Charles Regatta in 


Cambridge, Massachusetts, as well as 
four Canadian Rowing Association and 
four Royal Canadian Henley 
championships. 

In the summer of 1986, Drost made the 
Canadian national lightweight rowing 
team for the first time, and earned a 
bronze medal at the Commonwealth 
Games in Edinburgh, Scotland. She also 
finished sixth at the world champion¬ 
ships in 1986, and fifth in 1987. Drost has 
decided not to row on the national level 
this year, but does not rule out returning. 
This summer, she will race with the UVic 
club, hoping to add to her totals of Cana¬ 
dian and Henley titles. 

Drost has applied the same dedication 
with which she approaches rowing to her 
academic career, making her a consistent 
and dedicated achiever in the classroom. 
She has maintained a 7.5 GPA, along 
with her notable athletic accomplish¬ 
ments. 

Drost also received the Tony Zasada 
Memorial Award this spring. The award 
was named for a former UVic oarsman 
who represented Canada at the Olympic 
Games at Los Angeles in 1984, and was 
killed in a car accident shortly thereafter. 
It is presented annually to the UVic Row¬ 
ing Club member who best exemplifies 
the spirit of hard-working, fun-loving per¬ 
formance with which Tony led his life. 
Anne Drost has proven herself over her 
years at UVic as well deserving of all 
these honours she has received. 


Electrical Engineering grad 
receives medal 


Robert Balderston has won the inaugu¬ 
ral Canadian Society of Electrical Engi¬ 
neering Medal, as the top student 
graduating with a B.Eng. in Electrical 
Engineering. Balderston, a native of 
Victoria, is a member of the first gra¬ 
duating class from UVic’s Faculty of 
Engineering. 

Balderston enrolled in the Faculty of 
Arts and Sciences at UVic in 1983 and 
entered the Engineering Faculty the fol¬ 
lowing year. Throughout his career in 
the Engineering Co-op program Balder¬ 
ston maintained high academic stand¬ 
ing and excellent reports during his 
work terms, making him much sought- 
after by firms hiring Co-op students. 

Balderston worked on a research and 
development project for Royal Roads 
Military College and the Institute of 
Ocean Sciences,and as a software engi¬ 
neer for MacDonald Dettwiler and Asso¬ 
ciates. He also worked for two local 


companies, Meteor Communications 
and Ocean Probe Systems, as an Engi¬ 
neering Assistant. 

Balderston spent his final work term 
with Bell Northern Research, Canada’s 
largest telecommunications research 
and development company. He has been 
hired by Bell as a full-time employee at 
their Ottawa base, where he is living 
with his wife and two children. 

The Canadian Society of Electrical 
Engineering Medal is the latest in a long 
list of awards which Balderston has 
received during his academic career. He 
received the President’s Regional 
Entrance Scholarship upon graduating 
from Mount Douglas Senior Secondar 
School and enrolling at UVic. Balder¬ 
ston was the first recipient of the Mac¬ 
Donald Dettwiler and Associates Ltd. 
Scholarship in Engineering and the 
Charles Humphrey Memorial Scholar¬ 
ship in Engineering. 


Music Historian 
Captures Victoria Medal 


Kevin Bazzana, who earlier in the year 
was awarded a prestigious Mellon Fel¬ 
lowship in the Humanities, has added the 
Victoria Medal for outstanding perfor¬ 
mance in the Fine Arts to his numerous 
achievements. 

Bazzana, 24, who receives his B.A. 
(Honours) in Music at Spring Convoca¬ 
tion, was in Europe giving a lecture at a 
Glenn Gould conference in Amsterdam 
when the award was announced. 

Bazzana began his post-secondary 
career at the University of Calgary, stud¬ 
ying acting. When he decided that was 
not what he wanted to do, he-enrolled at 
Okanagan College in his home town of 
Kelowna, where he studied music for one 
year. He then entered UVic, where he has 
played the harpsichord and piano and 
focused on music history and writing. 

Bazzana has had “a good half-dozen 
articles published in various magazines,” 


according to his mother Jean; “He does 
well with words.” He will probably con¬ 
tinue to emphasize critical and academic 
writing over performance during his 
graduate studies and beyond. Teaching 
is a possibility, although at the moment 
several possibilities exist for Bazzana. 

About ten days before he was awarded 
the Mellon Fellowship, one of only six 
which were awarded to Canadians and 
which funds graduate studies at universi¬ 
ties throughout North America, Stanford 
University had offered Bazzana a full 
four-year scholarship. 

This fall, he will utilize the Mellon Fel¬ 
lowship to attend Stanford to begin stu¬ 
dies towards his Master of Fine Arts 
Degree in Music. The Mellon is renewable 
for a second and possibly third year; 
when it expires, Bazzana will be able to 
use the Stanford scholarship to complete 
his Doctorate. 


Law graduate O’Rourke 
garners Gold Medal

Patrick O’Rourke is the 1988 recipient of 
the Law Society of British Columbia 
Gold Medal. The medal is awarded to the 
graduating student in the Faculty of 
Law with the highest grades over the 
three year Bachelor of Law program. As 
a result of his academic excellence, 
O’Rourke has been awarded a Common¬ 
wealth Scholarship and a Law Founda¬ 
tion of British Columbia Graduate 
Fellowship. The latter will support his 
studies toward a Master of Laws degree, 
commencing this fall at the prestigious 
London School of Economics and Politi¬ 
cal Science. 

O’Rourke, 40, was born in California 
and lived in various regions of the Uni¬ 
ted States during his childhood. He 
moved to Toronto in 1968, and came to 


Victoria six years later. Since that time, 
he has held a variety of jobs. O’Rourke 
was a Branch Minister with the British 
Columbia Ministry of Labour, and for 
the two years prior to entering UVic, he 
was a self-employed management con¬ 
sultant. O’Rourke enrolled in the UVic 
Faculty of Law as a mature student in 
1985, and his success was immediate. 

In the first year program, he received 
the Davis and Company Scholarship for 
Academic Excellence. O’Rourke con¬ 
tinued to excel in the second year, win¬ 
ning the Lawrence and Shaw 
Scholarship for academic achievement 
up to the Christmas break, and the 
Crease and Company Scholarship as 
the top student for the year. As the top 
student in the third year, O’Rourke was 
awarded two distinguished book prizes, 
the Carswell Company Prize and the 
Nathan and Bel Nemetz Prize. In addi¬ 
tion, during the three years, he won or 
shared five prizes for highest standing 
in individual courses. 

O’Rourke also found time to represent 
the Law Faculty in the Gale Cup Moot¬ 
ing Competition in Toronto in 1987, and 
to serve as a student member of the 
1987/88 Admissions Committee and as 
Treasurer of the UVic Law Union in 
1986 and 1987. 

“My long-term goal is to teach, rather 
than practice,” O’Rourke says of his 
future plans. Ideally, he would like to 
come back to UVic to teach. “Victoria is 
home to me now, plus I really like the 
faculty here.” O’Rourke cites the theory 
that the size of the UVic Law Faculty is 
a major factor in the close professional 
relationship between faculty and stu¬ 
dent, and the relatively informal atmos¬ 
phere which prevails. The faculty 
members at UVic make a real effort to 
enhance that atmosphere to promote the 
best possible environment for learning, 
he adds. 


Dean Halliwell named 
1988 honorary graduate

Halliwell: receives honors 


University librarian Dean Halliwell has 
been named this year’s Honorary Grad¬ 
uate by the UVic graduating Class of 
’ 88 . 

The title is being conferred upon Halli¬ 
well in recognition of his 28 years of 
“invaluable services to UVic.” 

Retiring this summer at the age of 64, 
Halliwell is one of a small group of cur¬ 
rent faculty and staff members who 
remember working for the University 
when it was named Victoria College and 
located on the Lansdowne campus. 

Halliwell came to the College from the 
University of Saskatchewan where he 
had been assistant librarian. When he 
arrived on July 1,1960, the library had a 
staff of 13 and contained 60,000 
volumes. 

He recalls the 1960s when the College 
became a university and the campus 


changed dramatically, as it moved from 
Lansdowne to Gordon Head and became 
an autonomous degree-granting 
institution. 

“One of my first jobs after I came here 
was to work with the architect on plan¬ 
ning the library building, which opened 
in 1964 and then tripled in size in 1973. 
The library which opened in 1964 was 
roughly one third the size of the building 
that’s here now. All of the back part was 
added later.” 

Halliwell says his biggest challenge 
as Head Librarian was finding the staff 
to build the library during the 1960s 
when “there were great demands from 
many university libraries developing 
quickly. There was great competition to 
get good staff. We were fortunate to be 
able to attract and hold many.” 

The MacPherson Liba^ay now has a 
staff of approximately 130 and a collec¬ 
tion approaching 1.5 million volumes. 

When he retires, Halliwell looks for¬ 
ward to doing more of the kind of recrea¬ 
tional reading he found time for at an 
early stage of his career, when he was a 
bookmobile librarian in Cleveland, 
Ohio. “Part of my job was to do reviews 
of a lot of books, including mysteries, 
science fiction and some westerns. I 
must have read about 300 a year.” 

Another of his sustained interests has 
been following the latest trends in 
library science through his associations 
with librarians across North America. 
He has had an active involvement with 
professional associations, and looks for¬ 
ward to attending an international 
library conference in Australia this 
August.

Former stock-boy receives 
NSERC scholarship 


There are 1,600 students graduating dur¬ 
ing this Spring Convocation and as 
many stories to tell Although not able to 
profile all the members of the Class of 
’88, we at The Ring thought that these 
glimpses at the achievements of a few 
would give an impression of the great 
potential shown by this year’s graduat¬ 
ing class. The following profiles are writ¬ 
ten by Stephen Stamp, one of this year’s 
graduates. —ed. 

Mark Chu graduates this year after par¬ 
ticipating in the pilot project of the Co-op 
Entrepreneurial Program. Chu, a Compu¬ 
ter Science major, has teamed with class¬ 
mate Janice Gill to form Salus Systems, 
a microcomputer consulting service. The 
idea stemmed from a report which Chu 
and Gill pepared for the Law Faculty and 
The Victoria Bar Association on the sta¬ 
tus of computer automation in Victoria 
law offices. The pair have now moved 
their business from the temporary office 
space they had been using at UVic into 
their own downtown Victoria office. 

Dierdre Jackson Visual Arts Major 
with an emphasis on sculpture, receives 
her B.F.A. (Honours) at Convocation this 
year. A 22-year-old Victoria native and 
graduate of Mount Douglas High School, 
Jackson travelled in Europe for 12 
months after graduation before coming 
to UVic to do her four-year degree. She 
graduates with a grade point average of 
8.25, including a perfect 9 on her 12 units 
of sculpture. 

This fall, Jackson will begin studying 
for her Master of Fine Arts degree at the 
University of Windsor, Ontario, from 
which she received a tuition scholarship 
and a teaching assistant position for her 
first year. 

Jackson was aided by the Heather 
Cragg Memorial Scholarship her last two 
years at UVic. The scholarship, valued at 
$1,600 per year, was created by Heather 
Cragg’s parents. Heather was a Visual 
Arts student at UVic, and the scholar¬ 
ship is intended to encourage students to 
follow that course of study. The scholar¬ 
ship is renewable for a second year. Deir- 

dre emphasizes her appreciation to the 
Cragg’s since the scholarship efiabled 
her to complete her degree. 

Roy Cullen receives his Master of Pub¬ 
lic Administration degree this year. He 
graduated with a B.A. in Business 
Administration from Bishop’s Univer¬ 
sity in 1965. During the 1970s, Cullen 
worked with various accounting firms, 
which took him to locales such as Hamil¬ 
ton, Bermuda and Johannesburg, 
Republic of South Africa. In 1979/80 he 
served as a Senior Treasury Board Ana¬ 
lyst with the Ministry of Finance. Cullen 
then became the B.C. government’s 
Assistant Deputy Minister-Finance and 
Adminstration with the Ministry of 
Forests. He began studying part-time at 
UVic in 1984, and joined the program 
full-time when he left the public service. 


Kari Nelson has completed her B.Sc. 
(Honours) through the Biology Co-op pro¬ 
gram, and will return to UVic this fall to 
conduct graduate studies in herpetology 
— the study of amphibians and reptiles. 
She has received a Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research council summer 
undergraduate scholarship, as well as 
the graduate NSERC scholarship which 
will fund her herpetology study. Nelson, 
24 and a native of Victoria, spent two 
years at Camosun College, doing univ- 
sity equivalent courses, before transfer¬ 
ring to UVic in second year. 


Sharolynn Sloat, 30, was a competitive 
figure skater and coach well before she 
entered UVic to work towards a degree in 
Psychology. By the time she reached her 
final year of school she had been coach¬ 
ing for seven years. Therefore, it came 
naturally to her to combine the two 
aspects of her life when she had to choose 
a topic for her Honours thesis. The topic 
which she chose was ‘“Allowing ques¬ 
tions or not allowing questions.” It deals 
with the degrees of effectiveness of demo¬ 
cratic versus authoritarian leadership. 
The test group which Sloat used for her 
research was a precision skating team 
she coaches. 

The results of Sloat’s research clearly 
indicated that the students were more 
productive, and were more satisfied with 
the program and their performance, dur¬ 
ing the period when they were allowed to 
ask questions. The quality of work of 
which Sloat’s thesis is an example, 
enabled her to earn her B.Sc. (Honours), 
with a GPA of 8.4. 


Berna Roxus completed her B.A. in lin¬ 
guistics this year, 23 years after she 
began the program. Roxus studied for 
two years at the Unviersity of British 
Columbia, from 1965-67, and came to 
UVic two years ago to complete her 
undergraduate studies. In the interim, 
Roxus served as a secretary in economic 
development, and worked as an adminis¬ 
trator at Cranbrook Dental Centre. 
According to Dr. Henry Warkentyne, 

: chairman of the Linguistics Department, 
Roxus came through “with flying 
colours,” earning several A+’s. She plans 
to continue her education at the graduate 
level. 

Connie Carter came to UVic in the fall 
of 1985, having completed two years of 
study at Camosun College. She gradu¬ 
ated this year with a grade point average 
of about 8.2, earning a B.A. in Sociology 
with a minor in Women’s Studies. In addi¬ 
tion to the work load this entailed, Carter 
found time to serve as the student rep on 
the Equal Rights and Opportunities 
Committee. 

Ellen Pederson began her college 
career on a Fine Arts scholarship to Dou¬ 
glas College in 1975. She also attended 
Vancouver Community College, and 
later worked as a boat builder and a 
cabinet maker. When Pederson eventu¬ 
ally decided that she wanted to enter the 
sciences, she went to Camosun College 
to upgrade, then entered the Biology Co¬ 
op program at UVic in 1983. Pederson, 
now 30, receives her B.Sc. from UVic 
this spring, and will attend Dalhousie 
University this fall to undertake gradu¬ 
ate studies in marine biology. In her first 
work term in the Co-op program, Peder¬ 
son was the first and one of a rare few 
undergraduates to work with an electron 
microscope. She spent one work term at 
a shellfish nursery, and another with a 
marine consulting firm. 

Karen Totland finished her UVic edu¬ 
cation in Aberdeen, Scotland, working 
for Exxon Energy Chemicals Ltd. The 
Chemistry Co-op student, whose sister 
Marina also spent a Chemistry Co-op 
work term in the British Isles, completed 
her B.Sc. (Honours) this spring. Karen’s 
work in Scotland included setting up a 
new lab designed to research and develop 
new and better products, maintaining a 
quality control program for chemicals, 
and providing a technical service for the 
analysis of chemicals used in the North 
Sea oilfield. 


Robert McDonald began working as a 
stock-boy at Steinberg’s Super-Market in 
Quebec, while attending high school part 
time, at the age of 15. Four years later, he 
became manager of the store. In ensuing 
years, he was passed over for promotions 
in favor of individuals who had less expe¬ 
rience than he but who possessed a for¬ 
mal education. McDonald also found that 
super-market management was not fulfil¬ 
ling his desires to work with numbers and 
technology. At the age of 25, McDonald 
decided to enter university, and enrolled 
as a mature student in the Co-op program 
in Computer Science at UVic. Now, about 
to turn 30, McDonald received his B.Sc. 
(Honours) at Convocation on May 26, 
and has been awarded a prestigious 
NSERC scholarship valued at $13,900 to 
continue his education. 

McDonald, who lives in Metchosin 
with his parents, has decided to defer the 
scholarship for one year to work, in order 
to enter graduate school on sounder 
financial ground. 

“The scholarship is just enough to get 
by while you study, which is fine, but I 
have been ‘just getting by’ for five years 
now,” McDonald said. After working for 
the year, he plans to accept the NSERC 
scholarship to begin work on his Master’s 
Degree in Computer Science, probably at 
UVic. 


For the third consecutive year, two stu¬ 
dents from the UVic Department of Ger¬ 
manic Studies are among eight from 
across Canada chosen to receive teach¬ 
ing positions in West Germany. Karen 
Robertson and Corine VanLoenen Mar¬ 
tinet will teach English to German high 
school students in the Hessen region of 
the country, near Frankfurt, beginning 
in September of 1988. 

The pair were nominated by UVic, then 
selected with about 20 others whose 
names were submitted to the Pedagogical 
Exchange Service in Bonn, which made 
the final decision as to which eight candi¬ 
dates would receive positions. Robertson 
and VanLoenen Martinet were ranked as 
the top two among the Canadian 
applicants. 

Robertson finished her B.A. in German 
at UVic in 1983, then began working 
towards a Master’s degree while working 
part time. She has completed her thesis, 
and will defend it this July. 

Vanloenen Martinet will receive her 
B.A. at Spring Convocation. She did her 

25000th student 
will graduate 

The 25,000th graduate of UVic 
will receive her or his degree dur¬ 
ing the afternoon Convocation 
ceremonies of May 28. This dis¬ 
covery was made by Chairman of 
the Ceremonies committee Prof. 
Peter Smith (Classics) while he 
was preparing notes for the 25th 
Anniversary Year program and 
decided to check the figures to 
find out how many students had 
graduated from UVic so far. It is 
likely the 25,000 graduate of 
UVic will cross the stage of Uni¬ 
versity Centre Auditorium when 
the graduates of the School of 
Child Care receive their degrees. 


McDonald has been extremely pleased 
by the support he has received from his 
professors here, which he says has influ¬ 
enced his decision to return for his gradu¬ 
ate work. Particularly, McDonald 
mentioned his association with Dr. 
Daniel Hoffman on a software engineer¬ 
ing project during one of his five work 
terms. The project was a combined effort 
between the UVic Computer Science 
Department and IBM, and involved the 
development of an engineering software 
package for the private sector. 

McDonald spent two of his work terms 
with oil companies in Calgary, Alberta. 
Another was spent with the Pacific Fore¬ 
stry Centre, a public serice organization. 
McDonald spent his final work term with 
the B.C. government’s Ministry of 
Forests. Thus, he notes, he has gained 
experience in private business, public ser¬ 
vice and government service, in the 
course of his five work terms. 

McDonald plans to carry on some of 
the work he began in undergraduate 
directed study courses when he does 
return to school, and sees himself contin¬ 
uing to the Doctoral level. 

McDonald flew to Hawkesbury, Onta¬ 
rio, early in May, to bring his grand¬ 
father west, so that he could proudly join 
in the celebration when his grandson 
graduates from UVic. 


first year at the University of Guelph, 
Ontario, then came to UVic with her 
father when he was on sabbatical from 
Guelph. v 

“We can expect one student of ours to 
go to Germany because we always take 
one of theirs,” says Dr. Peter Liddell, 
chairman of Germanic Studies. But hav¬ 
ing two students chosen, especially as the 
top two in the country, is considered to be 
quite an achievement, reflecting well on 
the strength of the UVic German Depart¬ 
ment, he notes. 

Robertson and VanLoenen Martinet 
will hold positions for one full academic 
year, at schools still to be determined. 
Usually, the successful candidates serve 
as language assistants to an English 
teacher, leading conversational classes 
and labs, and occasionally taking over 
an entire class. Both women are looking 
forward enthusiastically to their year 
abroad, and plan to leave for Germany in 
August, to give themselves time to 
become acquainted with the country 
before they begin working in September. 



Stephen Stamp has joined The Ring staff for 
the summer of 1988.

Germanics grads 
awarded positions Overseas 
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Engineering aims to offer best 
in quality of teaching and research

From an idea in the minds of a few who 
once met considerable opposition from 
some quarters to its present reality, the 
UVic Faculty of Engineering has come a 
long way. Since UVic’s youngest faculty 
was established in July 1983, it has been 
laying the groundwork for fulfilling its 
mandate of contributing to the economic 
well being of the province. 

“I really feel that the Engineering 
Faculty has to be accountable to taxpay¬ 
ers, and our first contribution must be 
highly qualified students and gradu¬ 
ates/’ says Dean Eric Manning. 

Of the 27 members of the first engineer¬ 
ing graduating class who will receive 
their Bachelor of Engineering degrees 
today (May 26,), five are being hired by 
Bell Northern Research, one of Canada’s 
leading employers in the telecommunica¬ 
tions industry. Nine others have been 
hired by research companies locally and 
in Vancouver, while two are going on to 
graduate school. Another graduate has a 
one-year appointment in Japan. Those 
with pending employment decisions are 
awaiting word on whether they will be 
able to remain in the Victoria area or 
must move to other locations. 

The first engineering graduates, and 
all students in the faculty, have been 
enrolled in the mandatory Engineering 
Co-operative Education (Co-op) pro¬ 
gram. Being in Co-op means that stu¬ 
dents combine eight semesters of 
academic studies with two full years of 
industrial work experience with employ¬ 
ers in industry and government. 

The success of the UVic Engineering 
Co-op program is evident: We have suffi¬ 
cient Co-op jobs for our students. About 
50 per cent of the employers are in B.C. 
Most of the rest are in Canada, and some¬ 


times there are one or two in Europe and 
South America,” says Manning. 

Many of this year’s graduates are fin¬ 
ding jobs through their Co-op experien¬ 
ces,” adds Lawrence Pitt, Engineering 
Co-op co-ordinator. “The pattern is that 
they’ve used their Co-op experience to 
secure a position, and for many their 
final work term performance has resulted 
in an offer.” 

Manning says the second contribution 
of the Engineering Faculty must be to 
help build the wealth of the province by 
developing the manufacturing, marine 
and electronics instrumentation indus¬ 
tries. The third contribution must be to 
assist in development of the knowledge 
industries on Vancovuer Island. 

When Manning took up the Engineer¬ 
ing Deanship, succeeding founding Dean 
Dr. Len Bruton (now Dean of Engineer¬ 
ing at the University of Calgary), the 
Engineering Faculty consisted of the 
Department of Electrical and Computer 
Engineering. This department, chaired 
by Dr. Andreas Antoniou, has 15 faculty 
members and an enrolment of 250 stu¬ 
dents. Members of the department are 
doing intensive research into informa¬ 
tion technologies, telecommunications, 
robotics and image processing — 
research that will lead to the develop¬ 
ment of the knowledge industries on 
Vancouver Island. 

Two years ago, Dr. Behrouz Tabarrok 
was appointed as chairman of a new 
Department of Mechanical Engineering 
(“probably the only Mechanical Engi¬ 
neering Department being built up in 
Canada right now”). Now at the same 
stage of development that Electrical and 
Computer Engineering were four years 
ago, Mechanical Engineering will even¬ 
tually accept 70 new students each year 
and will be doing advanced research into 
computer-aided design, computer-aided 
manufacturing (CAD-CAM), and ocean 
engineering, which includes research 
into submarine robotics. 

The intention of the faculty to emphas¬ 
ize submarine robotics research is com¬ 
plemented by the presence in Port Moody 
and Sidney of two of the world’s leading 


companies in this area of research, the 
Dean points out. 

Vancouver Island is a “perfect loca¬ 
tion” for helping to rebuild the economy 
of the province, according to Manning. 
“It is important for the many electronics 
and software companies locating here to 
have a top Engineering Faculty nearby, 
and it is essential for us to have real con¬ 
tact with the real problems out there.” 

To support its emphasis upon applied 
research, the faculty from the start has 
been developing a graduate program that 
currently has 46 master’s and doctoral 
students. The quality of research being 
done by the Department of Electrical and 
Computer Engineering is being recog¬ 
nized by the Natural Sciences and Engi¬ 
neering Research Council, which in 1987 
awarded members of the department 
$402,570 in operating and equipment 
grants. 

The Board of Governors has approved 
the transfer of the Department of Compu¬ 
ter Science from the Faculty of Arts and 
Science to the Faculty of Engineering in 
the coming year. With the addition of the 
Computer Science Department, the 
faculty will be doing “quite cohesive” 
research in the fields of microelectronic 
design and unconventional computation, 
says Manning. 

The faculty may branch into another 
field of research if a proposal sent by the 
Dean to the provincial government to 
form a Department of Biotechnical Engi¬ 
neering is accepted. If such a department 
were formed, it would work closely with 
the Biochemistry and Microbiology 
Department housed alongside the Engi¬ 
neering Faculty in the Sciences and Engi¬ 
neering Building. 

“Aquaculture research would provide 
the missing step in the large-scale produc¬ 
tion of biological products of biochemis¬ 
try,” says Manning. 

“For example, the production of antibi¬ 
otics for aquaculture would make a great 
industry for Vancouver Island. Fish and 
seafood being raised in crowded condi¬ 
tions need antibiotics in order not to get 
sick. Such an industry would provide the 
Island with jobs that are not seasonal.

The proposal we have made has been 
received with interest, but we won’t do 
anything unless we get approval.” 

There are many advantages to being a 
young and growing faculty, says Man¬ 
ning. “Any well-established school gets 
locked into established patterns. There is 
a chance here to make a fresh go. It’s a 
rare and precious opportunity. There are 
two kinds of engineering work — tradi¬ 
tional and brand new. We’re doing the 
brand new topics. 

“We’ve got to strengthen and diversify 
the economy of the province if we’re 
going to continue to be supported. The 
key is advanced technolgy.” 

The objective of the faculty, concludes 
its dean, is to become the best engineer¬ 
ing faculty in Canada in terms of quality 
of teaching and quality of research. “Not 
the biggest, but the best!” 

As the faculty continues to register top 
students who meet its high entrance 
standards, and to attract top faculty from 
around the world who want to participate 
in creating exceptional new departments, 
the objective may be well within the 
reach of UVic’s youngest faculty. 


Centennial Stadium 
boasts new track surface 



Centennial Stadium track is ready for use 


UVic alumni 
double contributions 
to their Alma Mater 


Victoria’s Centennial Stadium at UVic 
now boasts one of the finest track surfa¬ 
ces in North America — just in time to 
assume its role as a centrepiece venue in 
the upcoming Oak Bay-Greater Victoria 
B.C. Summer Games. 

B.C. Attorney General" Brian Smith 
helped to launch the new track surface 
May 5, then fired a starter’s gun to launch 
a high school students’ relay race. 

The new track surface is made of 
German-engineered polyurethane chips 
embedded in a plastic base. Resembling 
chips from a rubber ball, the polyure¬ 


thane upper layer and its substrate have 
a combined depth of 15mm, said Gerry 
Robson, Director of Campus Planning. 
“This type of surface is considered the 
best available for running,” Robson 
added. 

The $525,000 cost of the resurfacing 
was paid for through a $450,000 grant 
from B.C. Lotteries and a $50,000 grant 
from the Victoria Track and Field Club. 

Centennial Stadium is unique in that it 
is jointly operated by the University, 
School District 61, and the four-core Vic¬ 
toria municipalities. 


The Uvic Alumni Association’s contribu¬ 
tion to scholarships and programs has 
more than doubled to $108,000 as the net¬ 
work of ‘Old Boys’ and ‘Old Girls’ steps in 
to fill a portion of the void left by declin¬ 
ing provincial government funding. 

“We live in a new age; you have to sup¬ 
port the things that have contributed to 
your own success,” said Alumni Associa¬ 
tion President Roy Williston as he 
handed over his group’s largest-ever 
cheque to University President Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch at a gathering of former stu¬ 
dents May 10 at the Faculty Club. About 
half the total has been earmarked for 
special purposes by donors, with the bal¬ 
ance to go toward scholarships for needy 
students, and publication of The Torch, 
the alumni magazine. 

“It’s wonderful to receive this tangible 
evidence of the support of the alumni,” 
said Dr. Petch as he accepted the contri¬ 
bution. The aid is particularly needed, he 
said, because while government operat¬ 
ing grants traditionally rose with enrol¬ 
ment at the university, since 1980 
enrolment has jumped 30 percent while 
funding has actually declined ten percent 
after adjustment for inflation. 

Williston dismissed the claim that with 
its relatively brief 25-year-history, UVic 
has not had the time to develop a large 


network of supportive alumni. Alumni 
contributions rose from about $17,000 
two years ago to about $50,000 last year, 
and with professional staff help from the 
UniVeristy administration this year set a 
new record for alumni assistance. 

Williston added that the University 
isn’t wasting the hard-won alumni aid 
frivolously. “You’ll notice that tonight 
you’re paying for your drinks,” he told 
the about 40 alumni on hand. “We do not 
go around collecting money and then 
spend it on a party for you.” 

Two groups of special contributors 
were honored at the ceremony. Dr. Petch 
thanked the members of the President’s 
Club for their assistance by presenting 
them with symbolic, genuine-plastic 
‘tophats’ as suitably cost-conscious 
mementoes. 

Williston also announced the creation 
of a new contributors’ group, the Clea- 
rihue Associates, named in honor of the 
late UVic founding father and chancellor 
Judge Joe Clearihue. 

Dr. Joyce Clearihue, daughter of the 
judge, inducted the first 44 members into 
the club, noting, “Dad would have been 
very, very proud. His vision really does 
carry on ... he was so looking forward to 
a first-class university.” 
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Four engineers honored at Convocation 



Four outstanding engineers will be 
awarded the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Engineering at the Inaugural Convo¬ 
cation of the University of Victoria 
Faculty of Engineering on May 26, 

Dr. John MacDonald has served as assist - 
ant professor of electrical engineering at 
MIT, and as associate professor at UBC. 
He is one of the founders of MacDonald 
Dettwiler and Associates Ltd. (MDA) of 
Richmond, B.C. and now the company’s 
chairman of the board. 

MacDonald led the design team for the 
first earth stations produced by MDA, to 
process data from the LAND SAT earth 
resources satellite, andhas contributed in 
many other ways to the art of using satel - 
lites to map and explore the earth and its 
resources. More recently he has worked 
on developing advanced sensor systems. 
He serves on the Science Council of Can¬ 
ada, the Premier’s Advisory Council on 


Science andTechnology for B.C. and the 
Prim e Minister’s National Advisory B oard 
on Science and Technology. 

On the evening of May 26, at 8 p.m. in 
Room 159 oftheBegbie Building at UVic, 
MacDonald will deliver a free public lec¬ 
ture on “Science, Technology and the 
Canadian Economy, Implementing 
Change, Making the Commitment.” He 
will deliver the lecture at the invitation of 
the President’s Distinguished Lectures 
Committee. 

Gerry Andrews, 85, has made large 
pioneering contributions to the engi¬ 
neering profession in British Columbia. 
He led surveys to map the territory of the 
province, after receiving a B.Sc. in Fore¬ 
stry from the University of Toronto. The 
immense difficulties of conducting field 
surveys aroused his interest in using 
photography and aircraft for surveying 
and mapping, which led him to study 
photogrammetry at Oxford and 


Dresden. He then began developing a 
provincial air survey program with the 
B.C. Forest Service. During his time 
with the provincial government, their 
stock of air photographs grew from zero 
to 523,000 items. He retired from govern¬ 
ment service in 1968, after holding the 
position of Surveyor General of British 
Columbia. 

Harold Page, 62, received the degree 
of Bachelor of Applied Science in Electri¬ 
cal Engineering in 1949 from the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia. Positions 
he subsequently held in the public ser¬ 
vice were all involved with the provision 
of telecommunications services to the 
people of B.C. At the time of his retire¬ 
ment in 1987, he was Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Universities, Science and 
Communications. In 1977 he was 
awarded the Queen’s Silver Jubilee 
medal in recognition of his selfless pub¬ 
lic service. 


Page has provided exceptional volun¬ 
tary services to his community, both as 
an engineer and a citizen. He has played 
an invaluable role for UVic as a suppor¬ 
ter of the creation of the Faculty of 
Engineering. 

James McFarlane was the founder 
of International Submarine Engineer¬ 
ing Limited (ISE) of Port Moody, and is 
now President of the ISE group of com¬ 
panies. He holds a degree in Mechanical 
Engineering from the University of New 
Brunswick, a master’s degree in naval 
Architecture and marine Engineering 
from Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, and the degree of Naval 
Engineer. 

McFarlane is a leader in marrying 
high technology with economic oppor¬ 
tunities in B.C. The ISE group he heads 
is a world leader in the application of 
modern technology to the exploration 
and mapping of oceanic resources. 


Honorary Doctor of Laws degrees awarded

During the final two days of Spring Con¬ 
vocation, May 27 and 28, UVic Chancel¬ 
lor Dr. William Gibson will confer 
honorary Doctor of Laws degrees upon a 
linguist, journalist, film-maker and 
mathematics professor. 

On May 27, an honorary degree will be 
conferred upon Dr. Harry Scargill, 
UVic linguistics professor emeritus and 
author of the Dictionary of Canadian- 
isms, for which Scargill was awarded 
Canada’s Centennial Medal in 1967. 
Born in Yorkshire, England, he 
obtained both his B.A. and Ph.D. at the 
University of Leeds. He was Dean of 
Arts and Science at the University of 
Calgary before coming to UVic in 1964. 
Until his retirement in 1981, Scargill 
served in many posts at the University 
including Chairman of the Linguistics 
Department, Director of the Lexicogra¬ 
phical Centre, and first Dean of Gradu¬ 
ate Studies. He is the author of 10 
published books, ranging in subject 
from late Icelandic folktales to modern

English. He was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Canada in 1970, and in 
1978 was awarded The Queen’s Silver 
Jubilee Medal. 

Also on May 27, during the 2 p.m. 
ceremony, the honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree will be conferred upon Brian 
Tobin, journalist, editor, volunteer 
leader and friend of UVic. Born in Victo¬ 
ria in 1909, Tobin attended Victoria 
High School and Victoria College and 
graduated with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree from UBC. He travelled widely, 
worked for the British United Press in 
both Canada and England, and crossed 
the Atlantic five times during World 
War 2, once as one of three newsmen 
chosen to accompany Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King to London by bomber. 
He joined the Victoria Times in 1947 and 
became editor in 1964. He has served on 
the University Senate and Board of Gov¬ 
ernors and has edited the Alumni maga¬ 
zine, The Torch.

Laws will conferred on May 28 at 10 
a.m. upon Ian Yonosuke Mutsu. Born 
in London, England in 1907, Mutsu has 
worked as a journalist, film distributor, 
and creator of prize-winning documen¬ 
taries. He moved from England to Japan 
with his family when he was four, and in 
his late teens returned to England to 
study at the University of Birmingham. 
At the age of 23 he moved back to Japan. 
Among numerous achievements, Mutsu 
in 1952 formed the International Motion 
Picture Company to produce Japanese 
cultural films for audiences abroad and 
to work with international TV crews 
coming to Japan to film the country. His 
objective throughout his prolific career 
has been to try to increase the flow of 
information from J apan to the rest of the 
world in order to improve international 
understanding. 

During the afternoon of May 28, an 
honorary degree will be presented to 
Elizabeth (Betty) Kennedy, UVic 
associate professor emeritus, who has

taught math to almost four generations 
of students in B.C. She obtained a B.A. 
in mathematics from UBC in 1943, a 
teacher training certificate in 1946 and 
an M.A. in 1948. Her talents as an 
inspired teacher were recognized by stu¬ 
dents in her classrooms and at the 
national level, indicated by her national 
chairmanship of the Canadian Mathe¬ 
matics Olympiad for 1969 to 1972. The 
contributions made by Kennedy to both 
the University and the community were, 
and continue to be, numerous and out¬ 
standing. At UVic, her activities 
included chairing the Ceremonies Com¬ 
mittee for seven years, the Board of 
Trustees of the Pension Fund, and chair¬ 
ing the committees which led to the 
establishment of the Schools of Social 
Work and Health Information Science.
